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REMARKS 



ClMns 1-20 were pending in this application. 
Claims 1-20 have been rejected. 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 6-8. 10, 1 1. 13^15, 17, 18 and 20 are amended herein. 
Claims 1-20 remain pending in this application. 
Reconsideration of the claims is respectfully requested- 

In Sections 2 and 3 of the November 26, 2004 Office Action, tlie Examiner rejected Claims 
1-20 under 35 U-S.C. §102(a) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,243,596 to Kikinis 
(hereafter, ''Kikinis'^ The Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection of Claims 1-20. 

The Applicants direct the Examiner^s attention to amended independent Claim I, which 
contains the following unique and non-obvious limitations: 

1 , For use in a communications system, an apparatus for wireless 
software download to a wireless communications device capable of Internet 
access comprising: 

an aaxiliarv device separate from tlie wireless device inclu ding sui^cient 
storage for holding program code to be downloaded; and 

a connection between the wireless communications device and the 
auxiliary device, 

wherein the program code to be download ed is retrieved from a remote 
server through a wireless connection for the wire less communications device to 
the auxiliary device and installed from the auxiliary device ont o the wireless 
communications device . {Emphasis added) 



The Applicants respectfully submit that the Kikinis reference docs not disclose, suggest, or even hint

at the above-emphasized limitations. 
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The Ktktnis reference describes a cellular telephone battery pack: 

.adapted to aUow a ceUular telephone to which the battery pack adapter is engaged 
to act as B portable computer with Internet browsing capability. Battery pack adapter 
100 comprises a battery for powering the cell-phone browsing device, and also 
hardware and software for providing ftmctionality as ao Internet browsing device. 
Kikinis, col. IS. lines 11-17. 

The cellular telephone acts as a modem for the Internet browser in the battery pack adapter. See 

Kikinis, col J 5. lines 34-38. The battery pack includes a CPU and memory storing the browser 

program. See Kikinis. col. 18. lines 39-61. The battery pack also includes a display and input keys to 

allow a user to view and navigate Web pages. See, Kikinis. col. 1 7. lines 53-67. The Applicant is 

unable to find in the Kikinis reference any teaching that infotmation loaded from the Internet is 

installed into the cellular telephone. 

Thus, the KiUnis reference describes an. Internet browsing device that uses a cellular 
telephone as a modem in order to view Web pages. TbisKikinis reference does not teach an auxiUary 
device, separate fWjm a wireless device, that downloads program code via the wireless device into 
the auxiliary device, as recited in amended Claim 1. Nor does the Kikinis reference describe die 
installation of such downloaded code from the auxiliary device onto the wireless device, as also 
recited in amended Claim I. 

Therefore, independent Claim 1 contains unique and non-obvious limitations that are not 
disclosed, suggested, or even hinted at in the Kikinis reference. This being the case. Claim 1 is 
patentable over the Kikinis inference. Dependent Claims 2-7 depiaid from independent Clwro 1 and 
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contain all of the unique and non-obvious limitations recited in Claim L Thus, Claims 2-7 are 
patentable over the Kikinis reference. 

Additionally, amended independent Claims 8 and 1 5 contain limitations that are analogous to 
the unique and non-obvious limitations recited in Claim I . This being the case, Claims 8 and 15 are 
patentable over the Kikinis reference. Finally, dependrait Claims 9-14 and 16-20. which depend (torn 
independent Claims 8 and 1 5, contain all of the unique and non-obvious limitations recited in Claims 
8 and IS. Thus, Claims 9-14 and 16-20 are patentable over the Kikinis reference. 
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SUMMARY
